Pork la Important Aytlele of Food 

with Anglo-Saxons and Teutonic 
People—Indiana Eat > Snakes 
and Grasshoppe«M~» 

New York.—Possuip and vsccoon 
are generally, considered pretty good 
eating in the United States by folks 
who wouldn’t dfeam of tasting jrood- 
chtick. And yet, says a writer In . the 
American Roy, the woodchuck Is far 
more cleanly in habits and diet and 
is for better eating than either of the 
former. 

Few people are aware that musk 
rata .are good to eat, and still more 
rare Is l he man who eats sknhk, yet 
both of these animals are excellent 
If properly cooked. * 

Pork is an important article of food 
with Anglo-Saxpn and Teutonic peo¬ 
ples. and yet there ari whole races 
which regard It as absolutely' unfit 
for human consumption. The Amer¬ 
ican Indians eat many things which 
seem strange to the white man, 
amottg- them being snakes, Jtzards 
and grasshoppers. 

Snakes are not at all bad. once peo¬ 
ple can # overcome their natural preju¬ 
dice, and lizards are. eaten in many 
parts of the world. Grasshoppers are 
said to make excellent soup, to be 
good fried or roasted, and many In¬ 
dian tribes dry them and grind them 
Into flour. 

Crickets are also dried and ground 
.Into meal by Oregon and California, 
Indians, and ants are used to a large 
extent aa food by Indians and African 
trlbps- The Samoan Islanders are 
very fond of a species of marine worm 
which -appears periodically at their 
Islands, and the natives leave all 
ether occupations to gather the harv¬ 
est of wdrms. 

In Japan ferns of several kinds are 
eaten to a great extent, while burdock 
is raised extensively for,the tuberous, 
roots, and seaweeds of various kinds 
form an Important article of diet. 

On the American coast there afd 
numerous edible seaweeds, but few 
people are aware that they are edible 
and nutritious. In fact, the value of 
sea animals and plants as food Is lit¬ 
tle known, and many a white mata 
would , starve to death where an 
Asiatic or South 8ea Islander would 
find abundant food it cast away on 
an oceanic Island. 

Crabs, shrimp, sea shells, in fact, 
nearly every marine creeture Is edi¬ 
ble. while the gigantic bolothurians, 
or ’’sea cucumbers," so abundant in 
many tropical seas, are considered a 
great delicacy by -many races, and the j 
.Industry of gathering, drying and 
shfR^Yg these- Is very important In 
the MaUfstan and Australian waters.

Japanese. Chinese. Greek and south- !

In the West Indies the natives are 
fond of the great tree lizards known 
as Iguanas.

In the West Iudk-B there Is a na¬ 
tive land frog which Is considered a | 
delicacy by natives and European I 
visitors alike. These big tropical j 
frogs are eaten whole, and are either 
fried, broiled or stewed, and taata so | 
much like chicken or quail they are 
commonly called mountain chicken , 
when served on hotel tablet. 

The French and .Italians consider 
snails and slugs as dainties of the 
highest order, while pickled earth-- 
worms are a common rellsl) In south- , 
em Europe and Asia. - 

In New Zealand there occurs a grub 
which lives In ihe earth and which is' 
often affected by a fungous growth 
that springs from the grub'a neck apd 
pushes upward to. the surface of the 
earth These worm grown mush¬ 
rooms are gather*I and eaten, and 
are said to be vfcry delicious when 
properly cooked. 

Doubtless many other insecte are ' 
edible, and the Chinese even, devour 
the chrysalids of the silkworm after 
the silk is unwound from Ihe cocoon.
